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—n u U x met oy tne way was 
a northern one and not as a compliment 
but as simple justice, I will say, that I 
never met with such polite attention as 
at the South. Each agent seemed to 
think that a lone woman was his special 
care, not only assisting you to make 
changes, but seeing that you were provid¬ 
ed with refreshments,and all voluntarily. 
Reached Louisville at 9 a. m. Looking 
from the hotel window the first feature 
peculiar to the South, that I noticed, was 
the number of donkeys, and nearly, all 
drove tandem. Saw but few horses on 
the streets. The next, the negroes, 
some in good clothes, some in rags, but 
standing in society is seemingly not de¬ 
noted by dress, but by the jewelry, and, 
if first class a cigar. So they ape us’ 
Can it be, American people, that 
your vices are more prominent than your 
virtues? Rode a long distance in a street 
car, but saw nothing differing from our 
Northern cities except the peculiarities. I 
have mentioned. 

The new city hall is worthy of better 
description than I can give, so will only 
say that it is a magnificent building of 
gray stone. The railroad depots of all 
southern cities on my route, were very 
poor, comparing unfavorably with those 
of many of our small villages. Left 
Louisville 7 p. m., passed through Ken¬ 
tucky in the night. Tennessee along the 
Louisville and Kentucky R. R., seemed 
blessed by God, but forsaken by man. 
Even the shabby villages nearly all dis¬ 
appeared, and the train stopped and gave 
names to stations where not a house or 
even freight sheds were to be seen. Pas- 
gel's came on horseback, and horses were 
tied to trees while friends were bidding 
each other good bye. The first cotton I 
saw struck me as being very luxuriant 
milkweed, but second thought was^better. 
Will *tell you about its growth in'future 
letters, and perhaps send you some spe¬ 
cimens. 

I had a glimpse of a colored man riding 
behind a donkey on a load of cotton, 
and either he was the most conspicuous 
negro I ever saw, or the cotton was the 
whitest.

Small Economies. 


2. We eat too much meat. Almost all 
Westerners feel that they must have meat 
for supper; but comparatively few need 
it; and both health and economy com¬ 
bine to forbid it. 

3. We eat too much of pastry, sweet¬ 
meats, cakes and rich food, for health and 
economy. I have sometimes thought 
that we squander more upon our tables 
than anywhere else. 

There is one habit, however, by which 
nearly all young men, in these times, are 
actually squandering fortunes; I refer to 
the common habit of smoking. The ten 
cents with which a young man buys his 
cigar is no large sum, neither is the three 
times ten which carry- him through a 
day’s smoking. But will young men 
who indulge in this habit, note carefully 
this little calculation of mine, which they 
can verify at their leisure. Those thr6e 
ten cent cigars a day amount in a year to 
$109.50, That is something worth sav¬ 
ing, whether to the young man or to the 
old man, who is in debt for his farm; and 
it is all roasted. It has done nobody any 
good. Now suppose that our young man 
begins from the time he is twenty years 
of age and saves $100 a year by abstain¬ 
ing from cigars ; he puts his savings at 
interest, each year increasing his accu¬ 
mulations, by not only his interest, but 
by the added $100. Hasany young man 
any idea of the fortune which he is cer¬ 
tainly accumulating? By the time he is 
thirty he has over $1,600 from this source 
alone ; by the time ho is forty*he has 
over $5,200 ; by the timehe is fifty helms 
over $15,000; by the time ho is sixty he 
has over $40,000 ; and by the time he 
is sixty-five, and begins to think about 
being laid aside from work, ho has a for¬ 
tune of over $65,000 on which to retire; 
and this, as the grand result of saving 
simply $100 a year for a period of forty- 
five years and compounding interest at 
ten per cent. Now I appeal to the good 
sense of young men who read this article, 
is it not worth your while to deny your¬ 
selves this perfectly useless luxury, if for 
no other reasons, for the sake of the fam¬ 
ilies you may all have when you reach 
fifty years of age ? It seems a little thing 
to save ten cents for a cigar, but will you 
not consider, that in the courso of forty- 
five years, that amounts ta a saving of 
about $1,500 annually ! 

Mr. Editor, I do not presume that all 
who read this article, will give heed to it, 
but I hope that some will derive some 
hints from it which will help them to get 
on iu the world by reason of “small econ-

My experience, in my profession, 
brings me into necessary contact with 
very much of poverty and want—not so 
much among my own people, as among 
others, of other churches, and principally 
no church. A clei^yman is naturally 
appealed to by any one wbo may be in 
need. And I am often pained, by other 
things, besides the mere want, which I 
am called to contemplate ; pained by the 
lack of thrift and of economy, which 
would have “kept the wolf from the 
dopr;” pained, because I am so often 
driven to a conclusion, which, to some, 
may seem harsh, but which, I believe, is 
nevertheless capable of ample demonstra¬ 
tion, viz : that a very large proportion of 
the suffering of the poor, arises from 
their improvidence. They have not 
learned how to use money, to make it ac¬ 
complish all that it can accomplish, for 
their comfort. In reference to those, 
well advanced in life, it is probably “too 
late to mend ;” but to the larger class of 
younger readers of your paper, who have 
to make their way in the world, by the 
labor of their hands, I wish to say a few 
plain words, upon the topic, which stands 
at the head of this article. May I have 
the ear of all young men and young wo¬ 
men too,, while I announce, at the outset, 
the whole truth, of which I would con¬ 
vince them, that, as a rule, the only road 
to competence or to wealth, is by means 
of “small economies.’’ Wo want to save 
too much at a time. Because we cannot 
save dollars, we will not save cents. 
Rather, I am persuaded, that very many 
do not begin to save, because it has not 
occuri-ed to them, that it is possible. I 
met a young man, in San Francisco, two 
years since, who was receiving a salary 
of $2,000, and who had never tko’t of 
saving anything. Now I lay it down as 
a principle, that most young men, by the 
time they are twenty-one, receive more 
than they need to spend : i. e. they, may 
save something. If they use cigars, or 
tobacco, or intoxicating liquors, they 
may and ought to save all that is spent 
in such ways. They may cut down their 
possible savings, by frequent and large 
livery bills ; all that any young mau 
spends in billiards should be saved. Can¬ 
dies, nuts, ornaments, to be worn upon 
the person, extravagance in dress, will 
render savings impossible, or will dimin¬ 
ish the amount saved, in a greater or

The following synopsis of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Message we take from the Utica 
Herald : 

The Message opens with a brief refer¬ 
ence to the late financial crisis and the 
fanners’ movement in the West,and gives 
assurance that the recent insult to our 
flag on the high seas is in a fair way to 
be redressed in a satisfactory manner,and 
that.our relations with all the govern¬ 
ments of the earth are amicable. The 
objects of sending commissioners to the 
Vienna exhibition have been realized, 
our nation bearing off many diplomas. 
At the same time, an effort was made to 
secure better protection abroad to our in¬ 
ventors, and a report on the subject will 
be laid before Congress. The courtesy 
on the part of the Chinese Emperor, who 
on the day of his majority consented to 
receive the representatives of the western 
powers in person, is acknowledged. The 
Alabama award has been received, and 
invested in a five per cent. United States 
Bond. Congress is asked to create a com¬ 
mission to make awards for direct losses 
to ourcitizens. The north-western bound¬ 
ary line has been determined by a joint 
commission, and the mixed commission 
to examine claims of English subjects for 
losses sustained by thewar for the Union, 
has made awards to the amount of $ 1,- 
929,829, rejecting claims to the amount 
of about $93,000,000. Thanks are ex¬ 
tended to Count Conti for his valuable 
services. A commission is recommended 
to settle the claims of all individuals,not 
already adjusted, growing out of the late 
war. Neutrality has been enjoined on 
our officers in and near Sumatra. The 
Mexican Claims Commission has been 
prolonged. The Venezuelan government 
does not seem to act in good faith in re¬ 
gard to the awards under the act of April 
25, 1866. The decision of Congress is 
asked on the proposition of Turkey to 
relieve our consuls of their judicial pow¬ 
ers, and the request of San Domingo for 
a protectorate is transmitted. 

During the year, treaties have been 
made with the Orange Free States (South 
Africa), Denmark, Mexico and Ecuador. 

The attention of Congress is called to 
the question of how and under what cir¬ 
cumstances citizens residing abroad may 
foi’feit or renounce their citizenship. Our 
legislation on thri point is deficient, es¬ 
pecially as regards American women 
marrying foreigners and the status of 
their children. The story of the Virgin¬ 
ias and of our preperations for war, to¬ 
gether with our negotiations with Spain 
and their results, are briefly nnd clearly 
told. No new facts are revealed. The 
proposed amendment to the Constitution 
providing for the election of President 
and Vice-President by the direct vote of 
t ie people, is referred to and two other 
amendments recommended—one permit¬ 
ting the President to veto any section or 
portion of a bill and approve the rest, no 
legislation to be done, save what is ne¬ 
cessitated by vetoes^ for twenty-four hours 
is fore the adjournment of Congress ; and 
cue providing that when an extra ses¬ 
sion is called Congress shall act only on 
such measures as are submitted by the 
President. 

The receipts of the government for 
t'.i last fiscal year wore $333,738,204, 
a; l the expenses $290,345,245. It i3 
doubtful if the next year will show §s 
i Table an exhibit without the practice 
11 groat economy on the part of Congress 
i l making appropriations. It is suggest- 
v l that there may be a cutting off of 
< epenses in appropriations for public 
buildings, harbor improvements, and the 
r ^cognition of the manufactured claims, 
i ’lough the President hopes to see the 
i me when money is easier, when the 
government will own all buildings de¬ 
voted to its use, and even the States will 
• rect dwellings at the capital for their 
respective Senators. . Revenues have 
largely fallen off during the last five 
months, but the President thinks a long 
stride has been takon towards the 
resumption of specie payments. The 
financial question is discussed at con- 
eonsiderable length. It is for Congress 
to determine exactly what is needed. 
We must have a requisite amount of 
specie, our currency must be ample but

Erie ^anals as great national highways, 
connecting the Hudson, the lakes and the 
Missisippi, to the advantage of all, if 
opened for the passage of large vessels. 

A codification, of the tariff laws is sug¬ 
gested, and also more facilities for ooin- 
iyg money. Improvement of the organ¬ 
ization of the army is needed. We 
ought to bo better prepared for war bv a 
supply of proper armament for sea-coast 
defense. Our navy has been relieved of 
several old hulks, and other vessels have 
been fitted up to take their places. The 
sloops authorized by Congress, are “being 
completed at a time when they may be 
possibly muob needed,” and have’seiwed 
the good purpose of giving “employment 
to thousands of men at a time of great 
financial distress.” Everything is being 
put in readiness to meet any emeroency 
growing out of the Yirginius affair.

The fallen chieftain 
of the Ring, “Boss” Tweed, was, on 
Saturday afternoon, transferred from the 
Tombs prison to his future home in the 
Penitentiary, on Blackwell Island. His 
trip to, and his arrival at his home, was 
not covered with as much pomp and cer- 
imony, as such expeditions formerly 
were, when his authority was absolute 
among prison officials and sheriffs. He 
was at once examined at the keepers of¬ 
fice, when he gave his age as 50—his oc¬ 
cupation, a statesman, (shade of Daniel 
Webster <k Co., how statesmanship has 
degenerated)—his weight 260 pounds, 
<kc., &c. After taking a bath and being 
shaved, he was clad in the prison uni¬ 
form, and sent to a cell. What his par¬ 
ticular labor will be in the prison, we 
ar© not yet advised.

In 1824 he could not hear 
the applause which greeted the ninth 
Symphony. The story is interesting. 
Beethoven did not conduct, but stood 
near the conductor to give him the tempi. 
The “Scherzo,” with its wonderful drum 
passages, so affected the audience that the 
storm of applause drowned the orchestra. 
Beethoven went on beating time till a 
a friend showed him what was going on 
behind him. At the end of the sym¬ 
phony, the tragic contrast between the 
deaf man standing before them and the 
world of sound which had arisen by his 
creation, completely overcrfbie bis hear¬ 
ers, “breaking all the bonds of joy, sor¬ 
row, and sympathy.” This was the last 
time he showed himself in a concert; 
“too plain to him had the con¬ 
sciousness become that he could now 
no more occupy his position in public-; 
and while others left the concert-roor^ 
joyful and uplifted in-heart, he ma le his 
way in dejection to his house.”— Edin¬ 
burgh Review.

I ask your attention to the fact that 
there is no established school in our 
State for the education ‘of her deaf 
and dumb children. They are sent 
abroad to be educated. New Jersey 
pays to other States $300 a year for each 
pupil. Our State has wisely provided for 
her ether children by establishing public 
schools. Why should she not have her 
mute children also within her jurisdic¬ 
tion, and not send them so far from their 
homes ? 

Half a century ago our Legislature 
passed an act for the purpose, but unfor¬ 
tunately the bill remained unexecuted. 

Reports from New York, Pennsylva¬ 
nia and Connecticut institutions for the 
deaf-mutes,show these schools to be over¬ 
crowded with pupils of their own. Their 
directors, to prevent this, have resolved 
not to receive any children from other 
States. The New York Institution has, 
in fact, at this time, a population of over 
five hundred people. Therefore, we 
must have one of our own. By doing 
bo, it would save the State a great deal 
of money, and be greatly to the advan¬ 
tage of all. 

According to the recent United States 
census, there are about one hundred and 
fifty mutes in the State between the age 
of ten and twenty years. This number 
is sufficiently large to establish a deaf- 
mute institute. 

In my humble opinion an institution 
can be established and conducted in this 
State in an economical manner, costing 
less than educating her children abroad. 
Do have our unfortunate mutes educated 
at home, where their parents can visit 
them. 

New Jersey has nobly discharged *its 
duty to the insane ; they are not sent 
abroad for that treatment which their

We have before spoken of the 
evil effects of giving deaf-mutes situa¬ 
tions which they cannot acceptably fill. 
We have maintained that it degrades the 
deaf and dumb as a class, because the 
hearing and speaking world will generally 
judge the whole commuriity by what they 
see in one deaf-mute, that is as far as 
business capacity goes ; in other things 
they are not apt to be so particular. As 
long as this wholesale injurious general¬ 
izing exists—and we don’t think we are 
far from the truth when we say that if 
wo don’t look out, it will always exist— 
just so long will deaf-mutes find it hard 
to obtain situations for whose duties they 
are perfectly capable, and which they 
would doubtless obtain, were it not for 
the old prejudice. We have noticed 
that this wholesale generalizing does not 
result entirely from the want of capaci¬ 
ty which may be discovered ; we know 
of several cases in which people have 
received happy impressions regarding tho 
community in general from the intelli¬ 
gence, faithfulness and complete under¬ 
standing displayed by a few particular 
cases. All that is wanted, then, to gain 
a great social ground is to make this im¬ 
pression indelible, and to make people to 
generalize to our credit, not to our dis- 
credit. The way to do this is not to de¬ 
bar deaf-mutes from positions, but to 
give them just such a position as they 
are fitted for and no more. 

Lotus give a practical instance: A 
deaf-mute is employed in a position un¬ 
der the government. He works faith¬ 
fully, understands his business and his 
duty, and does it. His superiors are 
pleased. They think a deaf-mute ia of 
some use after all. They like the steady, 
industrious, honest ways of the mute 
under their supervision, and they think 
that if there were several more mutes 
just like him iu the department, the de¬ 
partment would be the gainer thereby. So 
when several vacancies occur they call 
this mute to tlmm and nsk him if he 
don’t know of some other mute that 
would like a position similar to his—one 
tliat could perform its duties as well as 


The father of one of the pupils of the 
New York Institution has been elected 
to the Legislature of the State. 

The other day we had a glimpse of the 
students of the National Deaf-Mute Col¬ 
lege as they appeared on paper, photo¬ 
graphed by Ranold Douglas. They were 
grouped around one of the porticos of 
their A him Mater, and seemed mute chal¬ 
lengers to the world to cheat them out of 
the living it owed them if it could. Tho 
whole scene was enough to recall the 
lines in the address of Mr. John Carlin 
at the dedication of the College : 

“Some more mute Clays and Websters grand, 
More pens the power of speech command.” 

A little observation often discovers 
facts not to be suspected. We teach a 
class of twenty pupils, among whom are 
eight* who have brothers or sisters who 
are deaf. Two of these are brother and 
sister, one has a brother and sister, an¬ 
other a brother, a fifth three sisters, an¬ 
other two, and the remainder a brother 
each. 

A deaf-mute, no matter who, applied 
for a position under the government late- 
ly, no matter where. He was put through 
the usual Uivil service examination,' but 
didn’t seem good at answering questions, 
for when asked how many States there 
were in the Union, he paused, scratched 
his head and wrote, “two.” 

Mr. Westervelt, of tho Maryland In¬ 
stitute, has been appointed a professor 
in the New Yot'k Institution. He is a 
speaking gentleman, and we are informed 
that he has been connected with Loth the 
Ohio and Indiana Institutions. We 
hope he will like New York. 

The deaf-mute graduates residing in 
New York city visited, by special invita¬ 
tion, the American Institute Fair on 
Monday evening, Nov. 10th. They had 
a good time. 

A deaf-mute, who emigrated to this 
country some time since, being thrown 
ulix? ptiniCf ■■ft.A.tii-lov 
ed up into the suburbs of New York, and 
before he knew it, he was in the middle 
; of the grounds of the New York Insti¬ 
tute. He had a dog with him, and lie 
led it by a chain. It was a very beauti¬ 
ful dog, of a brownish color, and he said 
he picked it up somewhere in Great 
Britain. He seemed much attached to 
it. But when he got on the Institution 
grounds, he didn't know’ where lie was, 
and seeing a group of deaf-mutes at a 
distance he walked to them and pulled 
out Iub slate and asked them if they 
could give him work, stating at the same 
time that he was deaf and dumb. Ex¬ 
planations ensued, and of course the slate 
was done away* with. He did not know 
much of signs, and was not well, educa¬ 
ted, but he managed, tolerably well to 
communicate with his new friends. He 
stated that he had been roving round the 
world considerably; he had been in 
Australia, a good ways over Europe, and 
had finally gravitated to America. He 
had found work after he landed, but the 
sudden panic had taken away his em¬ 
ployment, as it had that of thousands of 
other workmen. He was much interest¬ 
ed in the Institution, and made a list of 
all the studies pursued, though with what 
intent we cannot determine. Finally, 
finding he could not obtain work, he de¬ 
parted with his dog, to which he had 
curiously enough given the name “Sam 
Weller.” . 

A young lady living in Lawrence, 
Mass., who, about five months previous, 
had suddenly lost the power of speech, 
but had since continued in good health, 
was startled one night lately by the ex¬ 
plosion of a kerosene lamp, and when she 
recovered from her fright she found that 
she had fully regained her lost speech.

Eeothovoa’s Deafness. 

The origin of hia deafness is obscure. 
Beethoven himself ascribed it to a sudden 
injury to the nerve ; others have sup¬ 
posed that it arose from a violent cold 
caught between door and window, or an 
attack of fever ; or, again, that it was 
the result of small-pox, which had left 
some traces on his face. But whatever 
the cause, the malady grew worse and 
worse. In 1804, at a performance of 
the “Eroica,” he could nothear the horns 
plainly. In 1805,he expresses a wish to 
hear his opera (“Fidelio”) from a dis¬ 
tance ; “in this way,” he says, “mv pa¬ 
tience will not be so severely tried as 


Service for Deaf-Mutoi 


The storm of Sunday, while it deterred 
many from venturing out, did not pre¬ 
vent a fair sized assembly at St. Michael’s 
church, in the evening, on the occasion of 
a service for deaf-mutes, by the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, of St. Ann’s 
Church for deaf-mutes, in New York 
city. 1 he regular evening service was 
read by Rev. Mr. Leek, the rector, Dr. 
Gallaudet translating the same into signs 
for the mutes, a dozen of whom were 
present. After this, tfce Rev.. Dr. 
gave the audience some explanation of 
the nature and scope of the “sign lan- 
guage,” with illustrations, and some ac¬ 
count of his work, in New York and 
elsewhere, for the spiritual welfare of 
the deaf and dumb. He then addressed 
the mutes in their own language, then- 
appreciation ot which was shown in the 
close attention paid to his remarks. Mr. 
Leek then expressed his pleasure at see¬ 
ing the deaf-mutes present in his church, 
and extended to them a cordial invitation 
to come again and come often. He coin¬ 
cided with Dr. Gallaudet in regarding 
t ue service of the Episcopal Church as 
t tie best fitted for mutes, as they could 


sic so bungled.” In 1808, he could still 
conduct with effect, as is shown by the 
anecdote referring to the first perform¬ 
ance of hia “Choral Fantasia.” About 
1810 he began to make use of “Conver¬ 
sation-books, in which his friends note 
what they had to say to him. Even at 
this date he had nearly given up playing 
in public. As his deafness increased his 
playing ceased to charm. He would 
play so loud as to break the strings, or 
drown soft passages of the right hand by 
striking the keys accidentally with the 
left. In conducting, too, he* ceased by 
degrees to feel bis orchestra; and, think¬ 
ing of the work rather than the perform¬ 
ers, would hurry to retard the time so as 
sometimes to throw the players into 
complete confusion. This was especially
